EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a method for treating hair comprising the following: 

(1) contacting hair with a hair treatment agent which is activated by heat, 

(2) covering said hair with a covering comprising either a woven or non-woven 
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fabric impregnated or coated with a mutable dye, 

(3) applying heat to said hair covering to change a color and, 

(4) causing the hair covering to change color indicating that said hair treatment 
agent in said hair has been activated by said heat. 

It should be noted that the closest prior art appears to be 2002/01 10583 ('583). 
'583 teach a hair covering composition comprising heat-activated conditioners that can 
be transferred to a person's hair (paragraph 0007 and 001 1). The conditioner can be 
heat-activated by a blow dryer (paragraph 001 1). However, '583 does not teach or fairly 
suggest a method of treating hair with a mutable dye. Additionally, '583 does not teach 
or fairly suggest applying heat to a covering and causing said covering to change color, 
thereby indicating that a hair treatment agent has been activated by said heat. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
